It was necessary to excite 
the German mind before proposing such a 
measure as that of extending the liability to 
service in the landsturm to the age of 45. Tne 
minister of war’s hints as to the possibility 
of a terrible struggle with invading powers 
in the near future, his laudatory allusions to 
native hardihood and valor, and his proph­ 
ecy of German victory in any coming con­ 
flict undoubtedly had an effect in the reichs- 
tag, and an influence upon the committee to 
which the bill was referred: but the measure 
will undoubtedly iucrease the secret bitter­ 
ness with which the service is regarded by 
the rank and file. 
A patriot the German sol­ 
dier may be, but he hates his arms, his offi­ 
cers, and his duty with an intensity unknown 
in any other army in Europe, his superior 
education increasing his hatre l. 
By the act of 18 7* the landsturm may be 
drafted into the landwehr, and in case of 
war the best material would 
bo without 
hesitancy, so at an age when they might 
hope to lay by their uniforms forever, or at 
most be called upon to protect tbeir country 
from foreign invasion, the most robust among 
them might be forced to invade France or 
Russia.

them, three minutes. 
Then add the 
aipo unt o f water required, and serve. If 
the water really bo ils there will bo no 
“ flo aters.” 
By the new rule, fo und in o ur daily 
paper, tea is made with co ld water, and 
is intended to be used iced in tumblers. 
But, accidentally, we have disco vered 
that it makes superio r ho t tea also . Fo ur 
o r five ho urs befo re using, po ur o ne cup­ 
ful o f co ld water o ver a teaspo o nful o f 
tea leaves. 
At tea time strain and serve 
as iced tea, o r heated in the teapo t.

D uck S h o o tin g A m o n g ttio F lo u tin g (iu r- 
tlcna o f th e Aztec*« « . 
Vast marshes stretch o ut in every di­ 
rectio n, do tted with immense po nds—the 
duck preserves o f Mexico . 
This regio n, 
in o lden days, was the Imsnm o f the 
bro adest o f the Azba* lakes. 
After the 
co nstructio n o f the great Spanish drain, 
o nly water eno ugh was left to breed ma­ 
laria and attract water fo wl. 
These po nds are rented to the Indians 
at fabulo us prices, who mainly subsist 
upo n the harvest o f ducks which they 
gather with all the regularity o f a wheat 
cro p. 
It is estimated that 500,000 a n ­ 
nually lo ad the market o f Mexico . 
The 
Indians are actuated by no lo ve o f spo rt, 
but fro m stern necessity ; and while the 
slaughter invo lves little skill, it is unique 
and o ne o f the features o f the co untry. 
They erect a so rt o f infernal machine 
with three tiers o f gun lairrels—o ne level 
with the water, o ne slightly elevated, and 
the third at a still greater angle. 
They 
emplo y fro m fifty to 000 musket barrels, 
which they hide in the lo gs, flo ating 
them amo ng the marsh grass near the 
water’s edge. 
These are explo ded, so me­ 
times by fuse and so metimes by elec­ 
tricity. 
The lo wer tier is discharged at 
the birds while they are sitting, and the 
seco nd and third tiers are fired in quick 
successio n as they rise. 
During duck 
seaso n this who lesale havo c takes place 
several times a week, and nets these 
thrifty Indians fro m 400 to 000 birds i» cr 
sho t. 
The marshes and causeways were co v­ 
ered with a picturesque thro ng, o n fo o t 
and ho rseback, the entire tribe, men, 
wo men and 1 » allies. 
They seemed to 
have no regular metho d o f distributing 
the plunder; but so so o n as the smo ke 
cleared all plunged fo rward and secured 
as many as they co uld pick up. 
Fo r an 
ho ur the causeway leading to Mexico was 
lined with a duck laden pro cessio n. Tied 
to ranchero s’ saddles, hung o n po les, 
dangling with the little maho gany babies 
iqio n the bucks nf Indian mo thers. 
Like 
all the go o d tilings in life, the distribu­ 
tio n was an uneven o ne, and so me co uld 
go to market with their gains while 
o thers wo uld stiil go hungry. 
One little 
fello w, clad in a scant shirt and bro ad 
smile, tro tted alo ng with o nly a duck's 
head its his po rtio n. 
Never mind! he 
will gro w into tin* capacity o f a who le 
bird by and by. We naturally questio ned 
why these silly co veys return to the same 
death trap fro m year to year, and learn 
that there are myriads o f savo ry eggs, 
called agayaeutl, dejro sited here by an 
insect, which so me declare a musquito , 
o thers designate as a fly, 
The ducks are 
no t alo ne in their appreciatio n o f this 
dainty, fo r the Indians gather them also , 
and make them into a to rtilla, which 
they declaro delicio us. 
The taste re­ 
sembles fish ro e, and “ musquito pate” is 
a bo nne bo uche o ften fo und upo n fash­ 
io nable tables in the capital, 
Father Page, in his “ Travels,” sayB 
that “ at o ne seaso n o f the year the In­ 
dians had nets o f mail, w ith the which 
they raked 
o f! a certain 
dust that 
is bred upo n the lake o f Mexico . They 
gathered much o f this and kent it in 
heaps and made thereo f cakes like unto 
brickbat« . And they did no t 
o nly sell 
this ware in the market, but also sent it 
abro ad to o ther fairs and markets afar 
o ff; and they did eat this meal with as 
go o d a sto mach as we eat cheese—yea, 
and they ho ld the o pinio n that this » cum 
o f fatnfw o f the water ia the cause that
